He has in his possession $3,000,000 


worth pi diamonds, having juat publishec

there is a notice of the most celebrated dia 
monds in the world. This catalogue,nnm 
bers not .less than 268 quarto pages.. Il 
gives, with great detail, a list .of his dia- 
monds. It relates how this once adorned a 
Turkish sabre ; that a royal diadem, anoth 
er an imperial collar, a fourth a grand.elec 
toral hat; this black diamond was an idol's 
eye ; that, brilliant rosy diamond, was. taken 
from the Emperor Baber, at Agra, (it weighs 
81 carats, and is worth.$80,000), those were

$30,000 and $45,000 ; two. worth $60,000 
each ; one $70,000 and one $80,000- He 
is in treaty for two diamonds, one of which 
is worth $232,000 the other $650,000. 


The Duke of Brunswick, dares not leave 


Paris at any period of the year;, his dia- 
monds keep him chained there. He dares 
not sleep from home (some folks reckon this 
liberty of pillow oue of the great franchises 
of Paris) a single night. Then he lives in 
a house constructed not so much for com- 
fort as security. It is burglar proof; sur- 
rounded OD every.side by a high wtill; the 
wall itself is surmounted by a lofty iron rail- 
ing, defended by innumerable sharp spear- 
beads, which are so contrived that if any 
person touches one of them, a chime of 
bells begins instantly to ring an alarm ;

He has but one window iu 
lis bedroom ; the sash is of the stoutest 
ron, and cannot be entered unless one be

deavoring to suppress the rebellion in this 
country, but not a word of censure for the 
slaveholders who have rebelled without rea- 
son, and who have prosecuted a relentless 
war without even a good pretext that any 
wrong or injustice has 
towards them. 


been exercised 


Among these papers we mentioned the 


Milbrook Chronicle, whose comments upon 
onr national affairs were particularly un- 
reasonable and offensive, and it now seeks 
to justify itself by replying in part to what 
we then said. 


We confess our surprise was great when 


we saw with what favor the causo of the 
rebels was advocated in Canada. 
Consci- 


ous of the most friend'y sentiments exist- 
ing on the part of our citizens towards the 
people of Canada; knowing that we of the 
northwest, and we. believe the country gen- 
erally, had in every way possible, endeav- 
ored to cultivate feelings of good will to- 
wards them, we naturally felt indignant at 
the course pursued, deeming it ungrateful 
and unjust. 
Since then we have seen this 


feeling of enmity growing stranger against 
us in Canr.da, until we must conclude that, 
at least those v.-ho have the direction of af- 
fairs there, are entirely hostile to us. 
We 


nn-.st accept this as a fact, and deal with it 
accordingly. 


In case there should ba a war between 


this country and England, Canada will not 
be regarded as having any friendship for 
us, and there will be no hesitation on our 
part in treating them as enemies. 
Do 


these foolish people know the fate that 
would overtake them in that case? 
Cana- 


da would be the seat of war, and if they de 
sire to know what that is, let them look at 
Virginia and Missouri. It is almost as de- 
structive to have a friendly army occupy a 
country, as aa enemy: and we camiol 
doubt that when the contest between us anc 
England should end, the prosperity, wealth 
and a great portion of the population of the 
Ci'.nadifin provinces would be destroyed.'—• 
Is it sensible for Canadians to urge on such 
a catas'rophe, by heated partizanship for 
England in her support of our slaveholders 
who desire independence not for the sake 
of establishing free institutions, but tha' 
their government's corner stone may be 


• based upon slavery, as Mr. Stephens their 


pretended vice president has declared? 


It is strange to us that the majority o: 


the people of Canada should take to their 
bosoms such a conspiracy against the rights 
of man and free government, as that which 
they are supporting in the south, but it is 
true, however inconsistent it may appt'ar 
We can account for it in no other way than 
that they consider themselves as an appen 
dage of England, and that they have no 
thought above echoing the sentiments o 
their patron and protector. 
We can hav 


little sympathy with such an unmanly spir 
it, and we therefore shall regard them as 
occapying their chosen position, as ene 
mies to us, because England tella them to 
be so, and not because it is right to tak< 
that stand, nor for their interest. 


Looking to the interest of Canada, wi 


see that their territory is so insulated tha 
they can never prosper, except in connec 
tion with the prosperity of the Umte< 
States. This is demonstrated even now, by 
the considerable disturbance of their trade 
on account cf the very rebellion in this 
country which they uphold and support. 
But unfortunately for them, when the re- 
bellion is ended their prosperity will not 
return. We have a reciprocity treaty with 
them which has enured to their benefit, 
giving them free trade with us, making 
them our equals in participating in the 
benefits of our great thoroughfares and 
markets. In two years that treaty will ex- 
pire by its own limitation. It will not be 
renewed. 
The great wheat and corn pro- 


ducing stjites of the north-west will oppose 
the continuance of the arrangement which 
brings Canadian products into competition 
with us. It has never been for our inter- 
est,but we have borne with it without a mur- 
mur, out of our regard for the people of 
Canada, who:a we considersd our friends. 
But in oar darkest hour of trouble they 
have aided otr enemies and exulted in our 
misfortunes. 
This will be remembered in 


the future, and there will be no more reci- 
procity of trade with them. Let them pre- 
pare to return to their old days of restrict- 
ed commerce, poverty and a downward 
progress. Their great lines of railroads, 
bnilt to compete for the trade of the west,' 
will become ruins, and their cities and 
tcwus, which have grown up on a recipro- 
cal commerce, will languish and die. 


Signs of a. coming Conflict. 


Our intelligent arid well-informed Wash- j 


ington correspondent does not anticipate 
that the ajmy around the federal capital 
will retira into winter quarters without first 
making so rue decisive demgnstration againat 
the forces of this monairous rebellion. We 
learn, indeed, on what we deem good 
authority, that a forward movement would j 
have been made on or about the 25th of 
ast month but for the illness which befell 
he general commanding. And we know 
hat in quarters where correct judgments 
n such matters are apt to 'be formed, the 
ielief prevails, that so soon as General 
McClellan is thoroughly recovered, he will, 
at the head of his large array, commence 
hat advance for which, it must be confess- 
d the country has waited with, upon the 
whole, very commendable patience. 
The 


general's friends only fear that he may as- 
ume that responsibility before his strength 
s adequately recruited. In what direction 
he army of the Union will march, we pre- 
ume but few know. A plausible sugges- 
ion is made by some of our cotempora- 
•ies, which is to the effect that General 
3urnside's expedition will go up the Bapa- 
lannock, and that the main army will co- 
operate with it by marching down the Vir- 
_inia side of the Potomac, silencing on its 
way the batteries of the rebels that have 
:oo long commanded the river. 


Our Washington correspondent further 


ntimates that round about the federal capi- 
al everything appears to be in readiness 
or a decisive movement, and that the dif- 
ferent divisions of tbe army, so far from 
anticipating going into winter quarters, 
expect daily orders to move forward against 
the enemy. 
In fact, tho' the expectations 


of the people in this respect have been 
again and again disappointed, unavoidably, 
doubtless, we feel a moral certainty that a 
culmination of Gen. McClellan's military 
preparations is near at hand. We speak 
now of what may be called the main army, 
or that around Washington. It has mani- 
iestly been held in haud only to co-operate 
the more efficiently with the successful 
demonstrations made and about to be made 
at other points than Centerville and Ma- 
iiassass. 


These flank operations have been making 


steady progress, and the rebels have been 
hindered from preventing them by the con- 
tinued presence of the main army near their 
strongest position—the key, in fact, to the 
heart of rebellion, which it would be fatal 
for them to abandon. 


The tactics of our young military chief- 


tain are soon about to tell disastrously upon 
the rebels. 
While Johnston and Beaure- 


gard are thus detained at Manassas by the 
presence of the large army at Washington, 
other formidable expeditions are preparing 
at Port Royal, and at Annapolis; and all 
tbe divisions of the army, those in Missouri 
and Kentucky as well, are very evidently 
converging towards some common move- 
ment. 
We think it safe to prophesy that 


in a very few clays the Virginia side of the 
Potomac will be in our possession, and the 
rebel army at Manassas be compelled to 
fight at disadvantage or hastily abandon its 
position.—New York

COAL IN CHICAGO.—The Chicago Times 


says in tho course of a long article on coal: 


From the figures which we have careful- 


ly collected, we find that the amount 
brought into Chicago last fall, including 
hard and soft coals, was a hundred and for- 
ty thousand tons. This includes Illinois 
coal, which amounts to 15,000 tons ; hard 
coals from Eastern Pennsylvania, 25,000 
tons ; and soft coals from Ohio and Penn- 
sylvania, 100,000 tons. Taking an average 
of $5,75 per ton for eastern coals, and §3,- 
75 fur Illinois coal, we have the sum of 
$775,0'00 which the people of Chicago pay 
for their coal this winter. We may safely 
add to this 25,000 cords of wood, which at 
$6 per cord, amounts to $150,000, making 
an aggregate of $925,000—the outlay for 
fuel during the cold season. 
Next year it 


will doubtless reach a million and a quar- 
ter.

RAILBOAD ACCIDENT NEAR CHICAGO.— 


The Chicago Times of Thursday, aaya : 


A serious railroad accident occurred yes- 


terday morning upon the Illinois Central 
railroad, a short distance from Hyde Park 
station, and between that place and the 
reform school. The Cincinnati express 
;rain, due here at 7:20 a. m., ran into tha 
rear end of the Hyde Park train of the; 
Illinois Central railroad, about ten minutes 
Before eight o'clock, as the latter was just 
jetting under headway from Kenwood sta- 
tion, nearly six miles from the city. Both 
trains were bound for the city, and tbe Cin- 
innati express was somewhat out of time. 
The Hjde Park train left Woodlawn three 
minutes behind time, and on arriving at 
Kenwood Station, the first station this side 
of Hyde Park, backed on a side-track and 
attached three cars of wood. The train 
was then about eighteen minutes late, and 
was just starting when the Cincinnati train 
overtook it, and, before either train could 
be stopped, the collision took place. 


The Hyde Park train consisted of one 


passenger coaeh and one baggage car, 
drawn by one of the Illinois Central loco- 
motives. 
The passenger coacb. waa torn 


into fragments by the locomodve of the 
other train, resulting in the instant death 
of one of the passengers, Judge William 
T. Barren, of this city, and severe injuries 
to several others. It seems, from all that 
can be learned, that the Cincinnati express 
was running at a high rate of speed, and, in 
passing around a curve, came suddenly up- 
on the Hyde Park train. The engineer, 
upon seeing tbe unexpected danger, revers- 
ed his engine, and blew the alarm. 
Judge 


Barren, who was upon the Hyde Park 
train, and who was talking with another 
gentleman, heard the whistle of the other 
locomotive, and rushed to the rear door in 
hopea of springing from the platform 
before the trains met. 
His attempt was in 


vain. 
The moment ho opened the door of 


the car, the engine struck the platform, 
and his dead body was mingled with the 
crashing wood-work. Several others were 
considerably 
wounded or bruised, while 


some escaped without a single scratch by 
jumping from the train at the moment of 
the first alarm. 


The death of Judge Barron is a mourn- 


ful occurrence. 
His head was entirely sev- 


ered from the body, and thrown some dis- 
tance from the track, while his body was 
carried along with the crashing portions of 
the car. Both his arms were broken, and 
his body was terribly mangled. 
At the 


time the whistle of the other train blew he 
was sitting by the side of another gentle- 
man. The latter, on hearing the alarm, 
leaped out of the car and escaped unhurt. 
Almost at the same moment he struck the 
ground,the head of his companion came rush- 
ing through the air and fell upon the snow 
at his feet I Judge Barron followed the 
gentleman, and was attempting to escape 
when he was caught between the cars, and 
thus met a fearful death. 
The deceased 


for the past four years has filled the post of 
judge of the county court, with credit to 
himself and satisfaction to the public. 
He 


was comparatively a young man, between 
thirty and forty years of age, and was uni- 
versally esteemed by all who had dealings 
with him. He leaves no family to mourn 
his loss.

No FORTIFICATIONS AT WINDSOR, C. W. 


—James Dougall, mayor of Windsor, C. 
W., publishes a card in the Detroit Free 
Press, denying that fortifications are being 
built there. He says : 


There are no fortifications of any kind 


under process of erection at Windsor, nor, 
us far as I am aware, is there any present 
intention of erecting any. 
Neither has Sir 


F. W. Williams, or any other military oiB- 
cer, been on this frontier since the war on 
the Union commenced in April last. No 
engineers of any kind have been at Wind 
sor or Sandwich, laying out fortifications, 
batteries, or anything else. 


What the reporter took for embankments 


or fortifications, is simply a street, 40 feet 
wide, laid out and graded all round a small 
public park, which is on the site of the old 
barrack grounds, bought by the town ol 
Windsor from the government four years 
ago. 
This was done and sidewalks made 


round it last summer, under the superin- 
tendence of William Scott, esq., one of our 
town councillors, and chairman of the board 
of public works. 


How THE Onto RIVER is GUARDED.—The 


Pittsburg Chronicle states that the govern- 
ment officers have so systematized the work 
of blockading the Ohio river from 
Pitts- 


burg to Cairo, that it issalmost impossible 
for contraband goods to enter the rebel 
lines. 
Mr. David Heaton has charge o! 


the river extending from Pittsburgh to Cin- 
cinnati, and Mr. Wm. P. Mellon from Cin- 
cinnati to Cairo. Along tha entire length 
of the river there are stationed agents or 
sentinels, whose vigilance is such that, no 
transportation of articles, without special 
permit, issued from the custom house grant- 
ing the shipment of goods described, is al- 
lowed. The shipper must further paste on 
each package or lot of goods a printed form 
of special permit, filled np and signed by 
the surveyor, with his seal of office, date 
ifcc.; otherwise they are detained.

FBOM CHINA.—The formal evacuntion of 


the >;ity of Canton by the allied forces of 
France and England took place on the 21st 
of October, after an occupation of fou.r yean. 
The ceremonies on the occasion weire con- 
ducted with much form, and a joint procla- 
mation, in anticipation of the event, was 
issued by the Viceroy and the Tartar Gen- 
eral, remarkable for its courteous terms in 
regard to foreigner), whom the occupation 
has led the Chinese to entertain much re- 
spect for. The evacuation took place be- 
fore the completion of the payment of the 
indemnity demanded by the allies,—a fact 
which caused great gratification among the 
Chinese. 
The civil war in tae United States 


waa having a depressing effect upon Ameri- 
can shipping interests in China; but, not- 
withstanding this fact, American enterprise 
was opening op a new field of trade in the 
country watered by tbu Yangtsze river, up- 
on which arrangements were being made to 
run steamers similar to those used upon our 
western rivers. Mr. Burlingame, our new 
minister to China, has arrived, and entered 
upon his duties.

Among these papers wo mentioned the 


llilbrook Chronicle, whoso comments upon 
our national affairs Tver a particularly un- 
reasonable and offensive, and it now seeks 
to justify itself by replying in part to what 
wa then said. 


"We confess our surprise was great when 


we saw with what ftivor tho cause of tha 
rebels was advocated in Canada. Consci- 
ous of tho most friendly sentiments exist- 
ing on tho part of our citizens towards tha 
people of Canada; knowing that we of tho 
northwest, and wo believe the country gen- 
erally, had in every way possible, endeav- 
ored to cultivate feelings of good will to- 
wards tlietu, wo naturally fult indignant at 
the course pursued, deeming it ungrateful 
and unjust. Since then we havo seen this 
feeling of enmity growing stronger against 
us in Cunadii, until wo must conclude that, 
at least those who havo the direction of af- 
fairs there, are entirely hostile to us. We 
must accept this as a fuel, and deal with it 
accordingly. 


In casa thera should bo a war between 


this country and England, Canada will not 
be regarded as having any friendship for 
us, and there will be no hesitation on our 
part in treating them as enemies.

these foolish people know the fate that 
would overtake them in that case ? Cuua- 
dii would bo tho scat of war, and if they de- 
siro to know what that is, let them look at 
Virginia and Missouri. It is almost as de- 
slructivo to havo a friendly army occupy a 
country, as nu enemy; and we cannot 
doubt that when the contest between us and 
England should end, tho prosperity, wealth 
and a great portion of tho population of tho 
Canadian provinces would be destroyed.—

\0ur intelligent and 'welt-informed Wash- 


ington correspondent" does not anticipate 
that the surroy around the federal capital 
will retire>into winter quarters without first 
making sotae decisive demonstration against 
tho forces of this monstrous rebellion. We 
learn, indeed, on what we deem good 
authority, that a forward movement would 
have been made on or about the 25th of 
last month but for the illness which befell 
the general commanding. And we know 
that in quarters where correct judgments 
on such matters are apt to be formed, the 
belief prevails, that so soon aa General 
McCleilan is thoroughly recovered, he will, 
at the head of his large army, commence 
that advance for which, it must be confess- 
ed the country has waited with, upon tho 
whole, very commendable patience. The 
general's friends only fear that he may as- 
sume that responsibility before his strength 
is adequately recruited. In what direction 
the army of the Union will march, we pre- 
sume but few know. . A plausible sugges- 
tion is made by some of our cotemporn- 
ries, which is to the effect -that General 
Burnsido's expedition will go up tho Rapa- 
bannock, and that the main army will co- 
operate with it by marching down the Vir- 
ginia si.de of the Potomac, silencing on its 
way tho batteries of the rebels that have 
too long commanded the river. 


Our Washington correspondent further 


intimates that round about tho federal capi- 
tal everything appears to be in readiness 
for a decisive movement, and that the dif- 
ferent divisions of the army, so far from 
anticipating going into winter quarters, 
expect daily orders to move forward against 
the enemy. 
In fact, tho' the expectations 


of the people in this respect hare been 
again and again disappointed, unavoidably, 
doubtless, we feel a moral certainty that a 
culmination of Gen. McClolIan's military 
preparations is near at hand. Wo speak 
now of what may bo called the main army, 
or that around Washington. It has mani- 
festly been held in baud only to co-operate 
tbo more efficiently with tho successful 
demonstrations made and about to be made 
at other points than Centerville and Ma- 
uasaass. 


These flank operations have been making 


steady progress, and tho rebels have been 
hindered from preventing them by tho con- 
tinued presence of the main army near their 
strongest position—the key, in fact, to tho 
heart of rebellion, which it would be fatal 
for them to abandon. 


Tho tactics of our young military chief- 


tain are soon about to toll disastrously upon 
tho rebels. While Johnston and' Beaure- 
gard are thus detained at Manasaas by the1 
presence of the large army at Washington, 
other formidable expeditions are preparing 
at Fort Royal, and at Annapolis; and all 
the divisions of tho army, those in Missouri 
and Kentucky as well, are very evidently 
converging towards some common move- 
ment. Wo think it safe to prophesy that 
in a very few daya tho Virginia aide of the 
Potomac will be in our possession, and the 
rebel army at Manassaa bo compelled to 
fight at disadvantage or hastily abandon its 
position.—New York Commeccial Adver- 
tiser, 2d.

RAILBOAD ACOIDBHT NEAR CHIOAOO.—- 


The Chicago Times of Thursday, says : 
' A aerious railroad accident occurred yes- 
terday morning upon the Illinois Central 
railroad, a short distance from Hyde Park 
station, and between that place and the 
reform school. The Cincinnati express 
train, due here at 7:20 a. m.^ran^ into the 
rear end of the Hyde Park train of the 
Illinois Central railroad, about ten minutes 
before eight o'clock, an the latter was just 
getting under headway from Kenwood sta-' 
tion, nearly six miles from the city. Both 
trains were bound for the city, and the Cin- 
cinnati express was somewhat out of time. 
The Hyde Park train left Wood!awn three 
minutes behind time, and on arriving at 
Kenwood Station, the first station this side 
of Hyde Park, backed on a side-track and 
attached three cars of wood. The train 
was then about eighteen minutes late, and 
was just starting when the Cincinnati train 
overtook it, and, before either train could 
bo stopped, the collision took place. 


The Hyde Park train consisted -of one 


passenger coach and one baggage car. 
drawn by one of the Illinois Central loco 
motives. 
The passenger coach was torn 


into fragments by the locomotive of the 
other train, resulting in the instant death 
of one of the passengers, Judge William 
T. Barren, of this city, and severe injuries 
to several others. It' seems, from alt that 
can be learned, that the Cincinnati express 
was running at a high rate of speed, and, in 
passing around a curve, came suddenly up- 
on the Hyde Park train. The engineer, 
upon seeing the unexpected danger, revers- 
ed his engine, and blew the alarm. 
Judge 


Barron, who was upon the Hyde Park 
train, and who was talking with another 
gentleman, heard the whistle of tho other 
locomotive, and rushed to the rear door in 
hopes of springing from tho platform 
before the trains met. His attempt was in 
vain. The moment ho opened the door of 
the car, the engine. struck the platform, 
and his dead body was mingled with the 
crashing wood-work. Several others were 
considerably wounded or bruised, while 
some escaped without a single scratch by 
jumping from the train at the moment of 
the first alarm. 


The death of Judge Burron is a mourn- 


ful occurrence. 
His head was entirely sev- 


ered from the body, and thrown some dis- 
tance from tho track, while his body was 
carried along with the crashing portions of 
tho car. Both his arms were broken, and 
his body was terribly mangled. At the 
time the whistle of the other train blow ho 
was sitting by the side of another gentle- 
man. The latter, on hearing tho alarm, 
leaped out of the car and escaped unhurt. 
Almost at the same moment be struck the 
ground,thehead of his companion came rush- 
ing through the air and fell upon the snow 
at his feet I Judge Barron followed the 
gentleman, and was attempting to escape 
when he was caught between the cars, and 
thus mot a fearful death. The deceased 
for tho past four years has filled tho post of 
judge of the county court, with credit to 
himself and satisfaction to the public. lie 
was comparatively a young man, between 
thirty and forty years of age, and was uni- 
versally esteemed by all who had dealings

CO'AL IN CHICAGO.—Tho Chicago Times 


says in tho course of a long article on coal: 


From tho figures which-we have careful- 


ly collected, we find that tho amount 
brought into Chicago last fall, including 
hard and soft coals, was a hundred and for- 
ty thousand tons. This includes Illinois 
con!, which amounts to 15,000 tons; hard 
coals from Eastern Pennsylvania, 25,000 
tons j and soft coals from'Ohio and Penn- 
sylvania, 100,000 tons. Taking an average 
of $5,75 per ton for eastern coala, and $:$,- 
72 fur Illinois coal, we have the sum of 
$775,000 which the people of Chicago pay 
for their coal this winter. We may safely 
add to this 25,000 cords of wood, .which at 
$U per cord, amounts to $159,000, making 
an aggregate of $925,000—the outlay for 
fuel during the cold season. Next year it 
will doubtless reach a million and a quar- 
ter. 


How THEY Do IT.—The south is fight- 


To New York 
city tho south OWPS $159,800,000; to Phila- 
delphia, $24,600,000; to Boston, $7,GOO,- 
000; to Baltimore; $19,000,000. The en-

No FoRTincATioxs AT WINDSOR, C. W. 


—James Dougail, mayor of Windsor, C. 
W., publishes a card in the Detroit Free 
Press, denying that fortifications are being 
built there. He says: 


There are no^ fortifications of any kind 


under process of erection at Windsor, nor, 
us far as I nm aware, is there any present 
intention of erecting any. Neither has Sir 
F. W. Williams, or any other military offi- 
cer, been on this frontier since the war on 
the Union commenced in April last. No 
engineers of any kind have been at Wind- 
sor or Sandwich, laying out fortifications, 
batteries, or anything else. 


What the reporter took for embankments 


or fortifications, ia simply a street, 40 fuel 
wide, laid out and graded all round a siniill 
public park, which is on tho site of the old 
barrack grounds, bought by the town of 
Windsor from the government four years 
ago.

How THE OHIO RIVKR ia GUARDED.—The 


Pittsburg Chronicle states that the govern- 
ment officers have so systematized the work 
of blockading the Ohio river from Pitts- 
burg to Cairo, that it istalmoat impossible 
for contraband goods to enter tho rebel 
lines.
